Each old time European 
nation is imbued with that old time idea 
of diplomacy and the old game of grab 
and territorial aggrandizement, and each 
is jealous of the other—cach wants to hog 
it all. 

President Wilson’s ideas are right 
altogether too altruistic for present day 
adoption. The world has not as yet been 
educated up to unselfishness, and Utopias 
are yet far distant.

The peasantry of Russia, Germany and 


Hungary do not reason with their brains, 
because they have very little brains to 
reason with, or, rather, their brains are 
yet in primitive condition and have not 
been trained or educated.

“Washington, February 20, 1919,— 
John Skelton Williams, Comptroller of the 
Currency, replying before the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee today 
to the attacks on his administration by 
Senator Weeks of Massachusetts, declared 
he had been influenced in the discharge of 
his duties only by ‘the dictates of jus- 
tices? 7? 

Tf all our public officials were influ- 
enced by the ‘‘dielates of justice’? Bol-. 
shevism would not be threatening to 
plunge our beloved country, with the rest 
of the world, into a eruel and senseless 
class war. 

The case of the Hon. John Skelton Wil- 
liams, an efficient and honorable man, 
who has the full confidence of the Presi. 
dent of the United States, and who has 
done nothing but his official duty as dic- 
tated by a sense of justice is a flagrant 
example of the extent to which predatory 
interests will go. The fact that a United 
States Senator, at their dictation, would 
dare to introduce a bill in the Senate to 
abolish this important office for no other 
reason than because the President of the 
United States was so careless of the 
‘*Money Trust’s’’ autherity, as to renom- 
inate this man, who has called them to 
time for robbing the people, shows their 
confidence in their supreme power. To 
those interests, the ‘‘Money Trust,’’ the 
‘Priests of Mammon?’ the plutocrats or 
whatever term may best describe them, it 
is a crime for any public official to thwart 
their will. Senator Wecks in effeet says, 


controls more than

erty, an effort to escape from the clutches 
of this ruthless ““Power of Money;’’ but 
the Socialists have not solved the prob- 
lem, they have not singled out the eom- 
mon enemy, and their efforts are doomed 
to failure. The basis of Socialism is the

How long such tyranny can be imposed 
on the people in the name of democracy 
is not for me to say, but if this Honorable
